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Save our market 


Plea by traders who fear there 
will be no stalls left in five years

TRADERS in Newmarket are 
fearful that the marketplace 
in the town will be non-exist¬ 
ent in the next five years. 

Len Ricks, 80, who has been 
selling chicken eggs on the 
market for 50 years, believes 
it will only survive if it moves 
onto the High Street. 

Mr Ricks, who works with 
his partner Lyn, told the 
News: “We used to have 40 
stalls in the market, but now 
we’ve only got around eight. 

“We would really like to 
go on the High Street for the 
footfall. We were told by a 
councillor once that if we 
built this market up to a good

size they’d let us go onto the 
High Street, but that’s like go¬ 
ing to A&E with a broken leg 
and they say come back when 
it’s better and we’ll put a plas¬ 
ter on.” 

Bill Grimwood, who has 
been selling fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles in the town’s market for 
five years, said: “There are 
so few people here. Where 
we are, you have no shops to 
draw people here. Unless you 
actually come for the market, 
you don’t come in here.” 

He added: “The market is 
dying. I can’t see this market 
lasting more than five years.” 


The town’s market place 
used to be in the High Street, 
but was moved onto Market 
Square in 1974 because of 
“dangerous” traffic flow. 

However, even though 
there are wider pavement 
areas for stalls on the High 
Street to thrive now, Suffolk 
County Council is wary that 
relocation could obstruct the 
road - which is an official A14 
diversion route. 

Cllr David Bowman, port¬ 
folio holder for markets at 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “The High Street was 
deemed too dangerous for 
it to go on because of traffic

Freddy is back 
in the saddle 


NEWMARKET jockey Fred¬ 
dy Tylicki has miraculously 
returned to horseriding five 
months after an accident 
left him partly paralysed. 

The rider is adjusting to 
his new life at the London 
Spinal Cord Unit and last 
week had his first horse rid¬ 
ing lesson as part of his road 
to recovery. 

Freddy was left paralysed 
from the waist down after a 
horrendous incident in Oc¬ 
tober last year. 

He said: “It was nice to sit 
on a horse again. 

“There are only two ways 
you can go really and Eve 
decided to go forward. 

“Life goes on and you’ve 
got to make the most of it.” 

Freddy’s sister, Made¬ 
leine, added: “He’s unreal,

and so determined.” 

On October 31, Freddy 
was racing at Kempton Park 
on the back of a Prix de 
1’Opera victory in Chantilly 
with horse Speedy Board¬ 
ing. 

The accident happened 
turning for home in a maid¬ 
en. Freddy’s mount Nel¬ 
lie Deen was in behind the 
leader but clipped heels, 
before going down over her 
rider. 

This caused a pile up, 
bringing down jockeys Jim 
Crowley, Ted Durcan and 
Steve Drowne. 

Freddy was airlifted to 
hospital and found himself 


with a T7 paralysis and with 
18 broken ribs. 

He was transferred to the 
London Spinal Cord Unit in 
late December. 

In an interview with the 
News last month, Freddy 
said: “[Racing] was my life. 
I spent 15 years doing it. I 
was very lucky to have some 
great days, which I can hap¬ 
pily remember.” 

After Freddy’s injury, a 
fundraiser received more 
than £250,000 in donations. 

Freddy said: “I don’t know 
how to thank everyone. It’s 
been absolutely amazing. 
For anyone really, to be in 
a position like myself - it’s 
absolutely amazing to get 
such a big help, you know 
I don’t know how to thank 
everyone.”

Council rejects audit 
report ‘for inaccuracies’

NEWMARKET Town Council re¬ 
jected an audit report on Monday 
which said it had “serious weak¬ 
nesses” in its previous running. 

Councillors agreed the report 
from global accountancy firm BDO 
had “fundamental errors” and 
needed corrections. 

The report, which was made 
public last week, covered the coun¬ 
cil’s finances until March, 2016. 

The main detail councillors disa¬ 
greed with was that the council had 
problems because former town 
clerk Isabelle Barrett was off “due to 
sickness”. 

The council agreed this part was 
wrong and that Ms Barrett was pre¬ 
sent at that period. 

Mayor of Newmarket, Andy 
Drummond, who took over run¬ 
ning the council in May 2016, said 
the “damning” report would have 
been made public sooner but there 
were issues that needed looking at. 

One of the issues was that the 
council left itself open to fraud and 
corruption by having inadequate

controls in place. 

At the town council meeting 
on Monday, deputy mayor Chris 
O’Neill said: “All of the problems we 
answered no to [in the report] hap¬ 
pened within the clerk’s time. So 
this is an error.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood said: “This re¬ 
port is fundamentally erroneous in 
relation to the excuse for some of 
these matters. 


“If one looked at the rest of the re¬ 
port, there are huge concerns over a 
number of issues of the town coun¬ 
cil, which had potentially demon¬ 
strated a lack of financial control 
over the spending of public money, 
the risk of overspending, credit card 
payments were not reviewed, state¬ 
ments not reviewed, and it states 
that expenses should always be 
signed and authorised by the coun¬ 
cil - and it tells us that councillors 
should never sign off on payments 
for their own expenses. These are 
serious matters. We need to rectify 
these.” 

Cllr Bill Sadler hit back and said: 
“This is all part of the denigration 
of the town clerk. Previous to this 
auditors’ account, the town clerk 
had been in operation for several 
years and every year auditors said 
that the accounts were perfectly in 
order and correct. We keep drag¬ 
ging up all the things the town clerk 
should have done - and a lot of it is 
lies.” 

In the report, BDO stated that Cllr 
Drummond and other councillors 
would not sign off three out of nine 
areas. These included whether he 
thought the council maintained an 


adequate system of internal con¬ 
trol, including measures designed 
to prevent and detect fraud and 
corruption. 

Councillors also felt that the 
council did not “take reasonable 
steps” to assure there were no mat¬ 
ters of actual or potential non-com¬ 
pliance with laws, regulations and 
proper practices that could have 
had a significant financial effect on 
the ability of the council to conduct 
its business or on its finances. 

A number of issues were raised at 
a meeting last year, including coun¬ 
cillors signing their own expenses 
and signing cheques for organisa¬ 
tions outside the council - of which 
they chaired. 

An issue highlighted by coun¬ 
cillors on Monday was agreeing 
to purchase a new boiler for the 
Memorial Hall at an extraordinary 
meeting on November 2, 2015, for 
£5,200. 

Two working days before a meet¬ 
ing, the then town clerk sent an 
agenda with alternative quotes for 
the boiler after the original had 
“broken down”. Procedural rules 
state that “three days notice” must 
be given before a meeting.

flows off the A14. But there are wide 
pavement areas where there could be 
a chance to relocate. 

“We would like to see the market 
come back to life. If the market is 
thriving, the town is thriving, so the 
more we can do for it the better. If 
we can attract enough stalls then it 
would be beneficial, but it’s getting 
those stalls to stay for a length of 
time. I’m hoping the footfall will in¬ 
crease considerably through a num¬ 
ber of events in the summer.” 

On the town’s market moving to 
the High Street, Cllr Bowman added: 
“We’ve got to look at what’s best for 
Newmarket. We won’t be looking at 
moving the market itself for the fore¬ 
seeable future. Personally, I would 
love to see it on the High Street.” 

Cllr Colin Noble, leader of Suf¬ 
folk County Council said: “The High 
Street in Newmarket is part of the of¬ 
ficial diversion route for the A14 in 
the event that it needs to be closed 
for any reason. 

“We would therefore be unable to 
close the High Street in order for mar¬ 
ket traders to set up here, however we 
are working with the local communi¬ 
ty and Forest Heath District Council 
to consider options which will allow 
traders to operate here, whilst keep¬ 
ing the road open.” 

Market stalls in Market Square are 
open on Tuesday and Saturday from 
9am to 3pm every week. 


i was made to feel uncomfortable' 


A RESIDENT from 
Newmarket told councillors 
she was made to feel 
uncomfortable and 
intimidated at previous town 
council meetings. 

At the town council 
meeting on Monday, Sara 
Beckett detailed her views 
on an audit report by 
accountancy firm BDO. 

Addressing the council 
and public, she said: "I am 
extremely dissatisfied with 
the report undertaken by 
professional auditors. 

"The council has answered 
'no' to boxes 2, 3, and 8 
due to a lack of control over 
running the town council 
due to the clerk's period of 
absence due to sickness. 
That is completely not true. 

"Town clerk Isabelle 
Barrett was not only in 
post but not absent due 
to sickness as she was not 


away from work due to 
apparent sickness until 22 
April, 2016." 

Ms Beckett went onto 
say that she inspected the 
accounts between June 
and August 2016 - which 
is a public right - after 
Ms Barrett went on sick 
leave, something which she 
had "not been able to do 
previously". 

She looked at invoices, 
copies of cheques, claims 
for expenses and compared 
minutes with resolutions, 
adding that she felt "uneasy 
to say the least". 

Ms Beckett added: "I 
have made statements in 
public participation and 
been actively stopped, with 
claims my time was up or 
made to feel intimidated 
and uncomfortable by some. 
I asked questions through 
Freedom of Information 


but again it was not a 
comfortable process to go 
through." 

She went on to quote 
minutes of a meeting in 
February, 2016, which 
she says summed up her 
concerns: "Following an 
explanation that the role 
of the finance and policy 
members were not to ask 
the town clerk whether 
she had adhered to the 
financial risk assessments, 
but rather to assess whether 
the measures introduced 
by the town clerk were 
robust enough to sufficiently 
manage and reduce any 
financial risks to the town 
council." 

Ms Beckett added that 
Cllr Rachel Hood was active 
in trying to uncover these 
concerns and hoped they 
were addressed in the 
future.

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RESIDENTS rallied to help 
an 82-year-old pensioner 
after Storm Doris bom¬ 
barded the region with 
70mph winds last week 
leaving a trail of debris in 
its wake. 

OAP William Paterson 
was helped by Soham 
neighbours after a tree fell 
on his bungalow. 

The Met Office had is¬ 
sued an amber alert, warn¬ 
ing of the storm’s potential 
to cause disruption and 
said it had morphed into 
a “weather bomb” - a me¬ 
teorological phenomenon 
caused by deepening pres¬ 
sure levels, known as “ex¬ 
plosive cyclogenesis”. 

Mr Paterson said: “It’s a 
bit difficult to do anything 
quite frankly because I’m 
on a pension, have walk¬ 
ing problems and I’m now 
82-years-old. 

“The tree came down 
and it cracked right by my 
bedroom window.” 

He said that a man called 
Austin fones heard about 
the incident and volun¬ 
teered his help. 

Mr Jones invited the 
public to come on a Fa- 
cebook group and a local 
company, DS Movements, 
volunteered its services to 
clear Mr Paterson’s garden 
free of charge. 

A spokesman for Mr Pat¬ 
terson’s landlords, Lynsey 


Squair, operations director 
maintenance and reinvest¬ 
ment at Sanctuary Group, 
said: “We apologise for not 
visiting Mr Paterson on 
Friday, but owing to Storm 
Doris we had a huge num¬ 
ber of calls to deal with. We 
have been out to see him 
today (Monday) and will 
ensure the rest of the tree 
is removed and his roof is 
thoroughly checked.” 

Motorists had been ad¬ 
vised by police to avoid all 
but essential travel as Do¬ 
ris wreaked havoc across 
the region, uprooting trees, 
overturning vehicles and 
damaging homes. 

Thousands of homes 
across the region were 
without power for lengthy 
periods. Among those af¬ 
fected were homes in New¬ 
market, Mildenhall and 
Lakenheath. 

Residents shared dra¬ 
matic images of fallen trees 
and a trampoline blown 
across a road. 

A delivery vehicle for 
Corkers Crisps was over¬ 
turned in heavy winds at 
Eye Hill Drove, near So¬ 
ham, at around midday 
last Thursday. 

The driver was shaken, 
but uninjured, and was ex¬ 
amined by an ambulance 
crew at the scene. 

The vehicle is thought to 
be a write-off. 

Sergeant Phil Priestley 
said: “Since 9pm we’ve re¬ 
sponded to around 40 calls 
relating to the situations 
on the roads and road traf-

fic collisions. 

“We’re working with our 
partners in the Highways 
Agency, with the ambu¬ 
lance service and with fire 
and rescue to deal with the 
matters that have been re¬ 
ported.”

Town sees 27 per cent 
increase in burglaries

BURGLARIES in Newmarket rose 
by 27 per cent last year, according 
to figures released under a Free¬ 
dom of Information request. 

The total number of burglaries 
recorded in 2015 was 99, but that 
figure rose to 126 last year. 

Figures also show that 80 to 90 
per cent of burglaries recorded by 
police have not been solved and 
investigations have since been 
closed. 

The road most affected in 2016 
was Crown Walk, with four burgla¬ 
ries, three of which were in Decem¬ 
ber. 

The month with the most burgla¬ 
ries last year was also December, 
with 19 - three more than Novem¬ 
ber, which was the second highest. 

In 2015, 89 crimes were recorded 
as a type 18 outcome, which means 
the investigation was complete, 
no suspect was identified and the 
crime has been investigated “as far 
as reasonably possible”. 


The following year, 100 burgla¬ 
ries were also closed pending “fur¬ 
ther investigative opportunities” 
becoming available. 

There were five charges/sum¬ 
monses/postal requisitions in 2016 
as a result of burglaries in the town. 

Five suspects were also identified 
but lack of evidence prevented fur¬ 
ther action in 2016. 

Three burglaries are still under 
investigation from 2016. 

Mick Smith, founder of Newmar¬ 
ket’s Neighbourhood Watch team, 
told the News: “I’m shocked at the 
figures. Police are pushed to their 
limit to solve the burglaries. It’s sad 
for residents. You’re looking at get¬ 
ting burgled knowing that they’re 
never going to get solved. 

“But in fairness, I haven’t noticed 
many people showing large con¬ 
cern around burglaries - I don’t 
think people realise how many bur¬ 
glaries are happening. People are 
in a false sense of security. “ 

He added: “I think the old fash¬ 
ioned way of policing was more of 
a deterrent, you could walk down 
a road and they’d be there. At the 


moment we have to wait for police 
to come from Mildenhall, which is 
12 miles away.” 

Det Insp Andrew Smethurst said: 
“These figures include all burgla¬ 
ries - home burglaries, business 
burglaries, shed and garage burgla¬ 
ries, and attempted burglary inci¬ 
dents, where no entry was gained. 

“While the percentage figure ap¬ 
pears high this equates to 27 more 
crimes. Figures do fluctuate from 
year to year and depend on a num¬ 
ber of factors. One offender can be 
responsible for a number of crimes 
so we can see a disproportionate 
increase if one or two people are re¬ 
leased from prison and go back to 
committing burglaries for example. 

“We work to target those com¬ 
mitting such offences and some 
crimes have already been detected 
and offenders dealt with. Several 
have also been admitted by offend¬ 
ers who have committed multiple 
crimes, while others remain under 
investigation at this time. 

“We would always urge residents 
to call 999 if they notice any suspi¬ 
cious activity near homes or busi¬ 


nesses and they suspect a crime 
may be in progress, as this gives 
police an opportunity to attend 
as quickly as possible to locate of¬ 
fenders.” 

He added: “By making your home 
appear to be occupied, by leaving a 
light on a timer if you are out for 
the evening or away on holiday 
and by locking up your home, you 
can reduce the likelihood of being 
targeted, and you may wish to con¬ 
sider other steps such as fitting an 
alarm. 

“Shed and garage alarms can be 
inexpensive and can alert you and 
make it uncomfortable for any bur¬ 
glar.”

We have a 
right to fast 
broadband 

In a new monthly column for Newmarket News, West 
Suffolk MP and Minister for Digital & Culture, 

Matthew Hancock, talks about the Digital Economy 
Bill which will create a legal right to minimum internet 
download speeds 



I have been the Member of 
Parliament for West Suffolk 
since 2010 and the Minister 
for Digital and Culture since 
July 2016 - both roles I find 
hugely engaging and enjoyable. 

When I am out and about 
in the constituency, one of the 
main topics of conversation 
is broadband - how it can be 
improved and when will people 
be able to get the broadband 
that they keep hearing so much 
about in the news. 

It is then that I can draw 
upon both jobs, as a minister, 
to explain what we are doing 
nationally to get people the 
reliable and fast broadband 
needed to participate in a mod¬ 
ern, digital society in 201 7, and 
also as their MP, working with 
them to find out when they will 
get the speeds and connectivity 


that they quite rightly want and 
deserve right down to the local 
level. 

I regularly hold meetings 
across West Suffolk, especially 
in areas with poor broadband. 
At these meetings I have been 
able to explain some of the 
aspects of the Digital Economy 
Bill, a Bill that I have taken 
through Parliament over the 
past seven months. 

The Bill is currently with 
the House of Lords and it will 
hopefully be passed into law 
shortly. 

One of the most important 
aspects of the Bill is that it will 
create a legal right to minimum 
internet download speeds for 
customers. The universal right 
to a high speed broadband will 
be put on par with the right to 
water and electricity. 


Naturally, residents want to 
know when they will be in line 
for superfast broadband up¬ 
grades and we are working with 
BT and others to get them the 
most reliable and up-to-date 
information. 

I have found that the ques¬ 
tions that residents have asked 
and the stories they have 
told about their own digital 
situations have been extremely 
interesting and enlightening, 
but most of all, they reinforce 
my belief that fast broadband is 
a non-negotiable part of living 
and working today and to be 
without it is both socially isolat¬ 
ing as well as economically 
disadvantageous. 

I will keep up the pressure 
until all my constituents have 
the fast broadband speeds they 
require. 


SEARCH 

Corrie's mum 
has no issue 
with delay 

THE mother of missing airman 
Corrie McKeague has “no issue” 
with the delay to search a landfill 
site to find her son. 

Police are preparing a landfill site 
at Milton, near Cambridge, to be¬ 
gin the search to find the 23-year- 
old. 

The search was meant to begin 
last Wednesday but has been de¬ 
layed. 

Nicola Urquhart, 48, said on Fa- 
cebook: “It could take the police up 
to two weeks to remove the barrier 
soil and then they have to build 
walkways and make it safe before 
they start the search. 

“Although we have always been 
desperate for the landfill to be 
searched, myself, Makeyan or Dar- 
roch (Corrie’s brothers) have no is¬ 
sue what so ever in this delay. 

“This is an incredibly difficult 
task and the heath and safety of all 
concerned in the search is para¬ 
mount. 

“If it takes a month to prepare, we 
do not mind. It’s getting done now 
and that’s all that is important.” 

A total of 8,000 tonnes of bulk 
material is being removed from 
the site before the search can take 
place. 

Detective Superintendent Katie 
Elliott said that work to locate Cor¬ 
rie was continuing both in prepa¬ 
ration for the site search and in the 
inquiries being made.

Rail boom as passenger 
numbers rise, says study

IT’S boomtime for rail in Cam¬ 
bridge, Newmarket and Ely with 
passenger numbers rocketing, 
according to a campaign group. 

A study by Rail East has re¬ 
vealed how the Cambridge and 
surrounding stations are on 
track to break records in the 
numbers using the service over 
the past five years. 

Group member Mike Farahar 
has compiled detailed figures 
which show the upward trend in 
the East of England has contin¬ 
ued by 4.7 per cent over the year 
to 2016 - and a massive jump of 
22 per cent since 2011. 

Cambridge has seen its pas¬ 
senger numbers grow from 8.245 
million in 2011 to 10.954 million 
last year - a rise of 32.9 per cent. 
That growth has come on the 
back of controversial park and 
ride parking charges, according 
to the campaign group. 

Newmarket has seen a huge 64 
per cent increase, from 197,900 
in 2011 to 324,600 last year. 

Shelford has increased by 16.8 
per cent, and Ely from 1.732 mil¬ 


lion to 2.132 million. 

Meanwhile, Stansted Airport 
station has taken off with a 
47.6 per cent increase, last year 
boasting a total of 6.012 million 
passengers, up from 4.074 mil¬ 
lion. 

Christopher Burton, vice 
chairman of East Anglia Rail 
Future, said: “Stansted Airport’s 
33 per cent (2015/16) is simply 
down to increased numbers of 
air customers after a few years in 


the doldrums caused largely by 
the 2009 banking collapse. 

“Cambridge, like Norwich, is 
particularly tricky to enter by 
car in the peak periods allied 
to a park and ride charge being 
inflicted 18 months ago, which 
is possibly causing changes in 
travel mode. 

“Cambridge is also the East 
Anglian city with the least em¬ 
ployment problem plus a strong 
commuting link with London 


with around 70 per cent of its 
footfall heading in that direc¬ 
tion. 

“That said, employ¬ 
ment in all the other re¬ 
gional cities, including 
Peterborough, has been at least 
holding up well. 

“Penal housing prices, how¬ 
ever, are driving out-of-town 
developments near railheads, 
especially around Norwich and 
Cambridge.”

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Man loses appeal 
after knife threat

A THIEF who preyed on his friends 
and abused the kindness of a man 
who gave him a home to overcome 
his problems, has had an appeal re¬ 
jected by judges. 

Phillip George Emery, 40, of Ford- 
ham Road, Newmarket, blackmailed 
a man who gave him a roof over his 
head and threatened him by hold¬ 
ing a Stanley knife to his throat. 

He also took a laptop and £250 
cash from two other friends, Lon¬ 
don’s Appeal Court heard. 

Emery was jailed for 34 months in 
February last year after being con¬ 
victed of blackmail, affray, criminal 
damage and two counts of theft. 

Emery blackmailed the man who 
allowed him to stay at his home out 
of £2,000 by threatening violence. 

He also smashed the man’s sat-nav 
and stole from two other friends. 

In a statement, Emery’s victim 
told the News last year: “Phillip Em¬ 
ery came to live with me on and off. 
We had a friendship and it was nice 
for me to give something back to so¬ 
ciety by helping him. 

“He became more volatile as time 
went on. One minute he was great 
and the next he was violent. 

“If he doesn’t get his own way he 
can be very threatening. In fuly, he 
jumped on me and held a knife to 
my throat. I kept still. I was very up¬ 
set. 

“He told me to get on my knees

and I froze. I didn’t like to think 
about what could happen. I was 
aghast at the whole thing.” 

The victim said that while Emery 
had lived at the property, police had 
been called a total of 49 times. 

“The jury must think I’m an idiot,” 
the victim added. “I just thought I 
was helping someone.” 

Another witness, who lived in the 
house at the time, said Emery had 
taken a dislike to him and a second 
man who had taken up residents in 
the house. He said Emery seemed 
to have 24-hour access to both their 


house and the bungalow he was liv¬ 
ing in. 

“It was very uncomfortable living 
there,” he said. “When we moved 
in, he was quite charming but he 
snapped. He became a crazed ma¬ 
niac.” 

At his trial, Emery had refused to 
come up to court from the cells after 
the judge refused to grant him an ad¬ 
journment. 

He dismissed his lawyers and sent 
a message to the judge that he had 
swallowed a razor blade. But the 
judge refused to stop the trial and he 
was convicted in his absence. 

His lawyers argued at London’s 
Criminal Appeal Court that that was 
unfair. 

He was said to be suffering from 
PTSD and unfit to stand trial or in¬ 
struct lawyers at the time. 

But Mr justice Holroyde threw out 
his complaints and upheld the con¬ 
victions. 

“Far from there being any reason 
to adjourn the trial, all the evidence 
points to Emery choosing to absent 
himself from the trial when his ap¬ 
plication for an adjournment proved 
unsuccessful,” he said. 

“The judge found him fit to plead 
and indicated he knew right from 
wrong. 

“He was an intelligent man, albeit 
with obsessive preoccupations. Each 
of the grounds fails,” the judge con¬ 
cluded. 

Lord justice Simon and Mr justice 
Soole agreed that the appeal should 
be dismissed.

Deaf children 
‘face setbacks’ 


DEAF children are being 
let down by Suffolk County 
Council, according to a na¬ 
tional society. 

The National Deaf Chil¬ 
dren’s Society is now de¬ 
manding that the council 
does more to support deaf 
children and their families. 

The demands come just 
days after an Ofsted report 
said the council and Suf¬ 
folk Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Groups (CCGs) were 
failing to meet the needs of 
children with special educa¬ 
tional needs and disabilities 
because of a system that was 
slow, confusing and ineffi¬ 
cient. 

Gary Nethercott, regional 
director east at the National 
Deaf Children’s Society, said: 
“Suffolk County Council and 
the local NHS services must 
work together and create 
an urgent action plan to re¬ 
solve these issues - and con¬ 
sult deaf children and their 
families on what should be 
in that plan. These organi¬ 
sations have a clear duty to 
support every one of the 665 
deaf children in Suffolk, and 
currently this is not being 
fulfilled. 

“Deaf children should be 
valued by society and have

the same opportunities as 
any other child. It is there¬ 
fore essential that Suffolk 
County Council and local 
NHS services immediately 
act on the significant weak¬ 
nesses documented in this 
report, as deaf children and 
young people only have one 
chance in their life to get 
the right support to develop 
their full potential.” 

The society identified 
what it believes to be specific 
failings according to parents. 

It said that deaf children 
were not being properly as¬ 
sessed and when they are, 
the council fails to provide 
support. 

It also said that there was 
inadequate forward plan¬ 
ning for deaf children de¬ 
spite their needs being 
known well in advance. 

Ann fillings, the mother of 
a profoundly deaf child in 
Suffolk, said: “To sum up, our 
experience has been appall¬ 
ing. I have never asked for 
more than my son is entitled 
to, but I will not sit back and 
see him failed by the sys¬ 
tem.” 


Cllr Gordon Jones, county 
council’s cabinet member 
for children’s services, edu¬ 
cation and skills, said: “We 
acknowledge feedback both 
from parents and the Ofsted 
and CQC inspection report, 
that provision in Suffolk was 
not as good as it should have 
been. We have taken steps to 
increase provision for hear¬ 
ing impaired children and 
will continue to do so. 

“We now have a range of 
specialist provision in Suf¬ 
folk which goes beyond 
that available for hearing 
impaired children in many 
authorities. Suffolk County 
Council is one of the few 
authorities in the country 
which offers combined so¬ 
cial care and education ser¬ 
vices for children with sen¬ 
sory impairments. 

“In the west of the county 
we have specialist hear¬ 
ing impaired units in both 
King Edward’s VI School and 
Westgate Primary School to 
support hearing impaired 
children.”

80 years since 
cinema opened

AS the campaign for a cin¬ 
ema in Newmarket trudges 
on, we’ve decided to take a 
look back - as today marks 
the 80th anniversary of what 
was the Doric Cinema. 

Located at the end of 
the High Street beside the 
Memorial Hall, the Doric 
opened on March 1,1937. 

Designed by Edgar Sim¬ 
mons, the cinema had 
around 1,100 seats and 
showed the films Good 
Morning Boys and The Gay 
Adventure. 

David Rippington, local 
historian and campaigner 
for a cinema in Newmarket, 
told the News: “I went to the 
Doric with my parents a few 
times as a kid. They got to 
know each other there when 
they were younger too. 

“It was posh place, with 
lovely red seats. The black 
and white pictures don’t do 
it justice. It was high class in 
its time. By the time I came 
to use it, it was the early 60’s, 
so it had lost a lot of its gloss. 
But there wasn’t much to 
compete with it. 

“There’s a very clear im¬ 
age in my mind which was 
the usherette with the ice 
creams, with her little torch 
and she’d show you to your 
seat. She’d also tell you off if 
you were talking. 

“You had to walk up the 
main stairs from the foyer 
to the screens. It also had a 
balcony.” 


The Doric was also used 
for more than a cinema - it 
had a stage in front of the 
screen for small shows and 
presentations. 

It had a 35 ft wide prosce¬ 
nium, a stage 35 ft deep and 
six dressing rooms. There 
was also a cafe for patrons. 

It also had a Cinemascope, 
which was 30 ft wide. 

“We need something like 
the Doric,” said Mr Ripping¬ 
ton. “It was quite an experi¬ 
ence. It had an ambiance.” 

The Doric closed its doors 
on fuly 27, 1964, with Dead 
Image and The Secret Door. 

The building then stood 


empty and unused for 15 
years until it was renovated 
and re-opened in around 
1979 as a cabaret club. 

To this day, the building is 
unused and could be turned 
into a mixture of flats and 
offices. 

Information was provided 
by Mr Rippington and New¬ 
market’s Local History Soci¬ 
ety. 

The campaign for a cin¬ 
ema in the town has reached 
almost 4,500 signatures.

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Ford offers tax change 
customer care advice 



F ORD is leading its biggest 
customer care exercise 
of the decade to prepare 
for changes in road tax due in 
under six weeks' time. 

From April 1, Vehicle 
Excise Duty (VED) will first be 
calculated from a car's C02 
emissions. The majority of 
cars will move to a standard 
rate of £140 annually from 
the second licence. Cars with 
zero emissions will be exempt 
from new, while others priced 
over £40,000 will be charged 
an additional £310 a year, on 
top of the standard rate, for the 
following five years. 

As market leader with the 
most customers to guide 
through the transition, Ford 
began advising its car buyers 
last year on the changes. The 
customer liaison necessary, 
by Ford HQ and dealer staff, 
is at a level not seen since 
the government's scrappage 
scheme in 2009. 

Ford's most sought-after 
models such as Mustang, 

RS and Edge have longer 
leadtimes, meaning that those 
buyers were made aware first 
of the March 31 deadline 
to register cars against lower 


outgoing VED bands. 

All become more expensive 
to tax from April - apart from 
coupe Ford Mustang V8s, which 
become almost £200 a year 
cheaper over six years. Right- 
hand drive 5.0-litre Fastbacks, 
costing well under the new 
system's premium rate £40,000 
threshold, become £995 more 
tax efficient in this period. 

The zero VED rate currently 
applies to 93 per cent of 
new Ford Fiestas - Britain's 
best-selling car - thanks to 
emissions under 131 g C02/ 
km emissions. February and 
March's introduction of the 
new 17-plate are set to prompt 
a surge in Fiesta sales ahead of 
the new annual VED levy of at 


least £140 on every model in 
the range. 

From April 1 free road tax will 
apply to zero-emission vehicles, 
including the Ford Focus Battery 
Electric Vehicle. With a 140- 
mile range and 30-minute fast 
charging, the Focus BEV is part 
of Ford's £3.5 billion investment 
in electric vehicles in the five 
years to 2020. 

Andy Barratt, Ford of Britain 
chairman and managing 
director, said: "After last 
month's biggest January vehicle 
sales volume for Ford since 
1990, these imminent VED 
changes are driving further sales 
peaks. I anticipate a bumper 
March especially as buyers 
move fast to beat the tax man."
